Ref 82 Ix mighty God, and daily to pꝛap foz their 
V 4 9 benefactozs and tounders, and foz the 
Valuation of their owne ſoules: which 
place by reaſon of their founders. and well diſpoſed people 
(which gaue vnto it largely of their gods and poſſeſſions )ins 
creaſed in riches , and cuerꝝ man had gold and ſiluer at their 
will and allo of meate and dzinke they had great plenty: in ſo 
much that they were ſo well at eaſe and had ſo much, that they 
wilt not what to doe they were ſo full of wantonnefſe, wheres 
by the ſeruice of almighty G ODD was not well maintained 
among them: foz oftentimes they ſaid neither Pattins noz 
Cuenſong : and thzongh their great negligence they fozgat - 
tleane the charge that they were bound ta when they entrep 
into their Religion, and they lined mozelike beaſts withont 
reaſon, then line men of god and holy converſation : fo2 they 
baunted harlots and-liued viciouſly , and the gods that was 
giuen them by god and well diſpoſed people, they ſpent in vn⸗ 
thiiſtineſſe and ribauldzy. And when the great P2incesof 
Deuils which are the Patrones of all vices vndeiſt@d of ths 
great miſrule and vile huing of theſe Religious men: conſuls 
ted to kiepe them fill in that tate, and wozle if it might be. 
And theſe bs the namos ofthe Denils, ©; 
03-  - Belphegor 
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Bapbegor who was: 2 of Sluttonp, Aſmodeus Pʒints 
of lechery, And Bclzebub Pzince of enuie, with many other 
Diuels aſſembled together, which reioyced to the miſoꝛder of 
theſe Religeons men. Aud as they were all aſſembled toge⸗ 
ther with ons accozd , they choſe a Diusll to gse and dwell 
among theſe Religious men , foz to mairitaine them the lon- 
ger in their bngrations lining, which Diuell was put in rap⸗ 
ment like an earthly creature g went to the Religeous houſo, 
and there her (fed at the gate acertaing ſpace all alone with an 
heauie countenance. Then within a while after the Pztour 
came vnto the gate and eſpied Ruſh the pong man ſtanding 
there all alone. Anon he ſaid vato him , what volt thou here, 
and what wouldsT thou haus? The pong man with great 
reverence anſwered and-ſaid:- Sir, Jam apo2e pong man, 
aͤndam out of ſoruice, and faine would haue a maſter.

Ruſh was ſuch a pztuie fellow, and ſo well could ki@pe coun⸗ 
ſails: they deſired him to helpe them alſo, and ſo he vid :fo2 he 
b2ought'to-etiery man, the woman that they molt deſtted, 
whereof they had great mernaile.' Wut they were ſo blindes 
with ignozance, chat they neuer perteined that he was a. very 
Deuill, but eueryman had him in lone and kauour.

[ Tbefell vpon a day thatRuſh went fu2th to ſpoꝛt him, and 
it was very late ere he came home againe , and tze maiſter 
Coke was very angry with him that her was ſo long abſent; 
And as ſon? as Ruſh ivas entred into the Ritchin: the C ole 
beganto chide, and ſaid vnto hum, thou hoz\ſon knaue where 
halt thou biens ſo long ? and with a great ffaffe hes laid vpon 
Ruſh and beat him ſoze. And when Ruſk ſaw that the Cie 
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of Frier Ruſh. 


taught him in h's axmes, and thzow him into a great kettell 
which was full of wafer ſething vpon the fire, and ſaid, lys 
thou there in the Dinels name , foz now thou ſhalt neither 
fight noz chide no moꝛs with me: and ſo Ruſh lew the maiſter 
Coke, Then when he had ſo done, he departed out of the 


Kitchin , and went to the nert Mo'vne to fetch the faire wo⸗ 


man againe foz his Maiſter: and in his abſence certaine of 
the Friers cams into the Kitchin to ſpeake with Ruſh , but

Then 
it foztuned vpon a day the Pziour and his bzethzon were af- 
ſemblsd together in a gonerall tounſaile, and as they ſtod talks 
ing together, the Pztour remembzed Ruſh , and anon he ſaid 
unte his bzeth2en : Friends we haut here Ruſh which is our 
maifter Coke in our Kitchin , and he is an old ſeruant, and 
much diligent and trus ſeruics hs hath done to vs, and he hath 
continued among vs langer then any ſeruant that ener wes 
had: wherefoze ms thinke it reaſon , that hee were pꝛomoten 
into fo nacher office , and mads a bꝛether among vs. Then 
all the whole conont with ons voyce faid they wers content it 
ſhould ſo be. De the P2ziour ſent fa; Ruſh, and when he was 
come befozs him and all his b:ethzen, the Pꝛisur ſaid, Ruſh it 
is ſo, thou haſt beene here a long ſeaſon, and we haue found thee 
hitherto a trus and diligont ſeruant, wherefoze we will that 
thon be pzomoted , and take vpon thi an habite as we haus, 
and become a bzother among vs. Ruſh anſwered and ſaid: 
my Paiſters I thanke you all, and then thePziour gaue Ruſh 
an habite, and put it on his backe, and ſo Ruſh became a bꝛa⸗ 
ther in tho place, neuertheleſle he kept his office ſtill.

Ruſh anſwered and 
ſaid: Faire Sirs, I maksthem foz this intent, that if chers 
come any therues hither foz ts rob vs, and fo ſpoyle our place,

ready at your commandement , and then the Friers 
him and ſo departed. Then it foztuned vpon a dap, that tha 
Pꝛiour and Þubpzlour fell at diſco2d, and were grienonſlyan- 
ory, the one with the other, and would haue fonght together 
but onely foz ſhame: nenertheleſſe, the anger abode till in 
their hearts, and all was foz an harlot ; within a while after, 
the nople ſpzed abzvad among the Friors , that tho Pꝛiour 
andthe Þubpziour were fallen at diſcozd, foz th | they 
were angry in theirmindes. And they that loued the Pziour, 
toke his part, and they loned the @ubpzfonr, toke his 
part, and ſs they murmured among themſeiues. Then ther 
appointed in their mindes to reuenge their quarrells at ont 
time oz other, and ſo to make a moze ſurer way in fu ti ling 
cir malicious mindes and angrey hearts, everyman after 

. other went pzinately to Frier Ruſh to lead them ſtaues, in ſo 
much that there was not a Frier in the place but he had one, 
and they neuer went without their ſtaues vnder their habite, 
and the one knew not that the other had any, they kept them ſo 
ſecretly. And when Frier Ruſh had deliuered all his Canes, 
he was right glad in his heart, foz he knew right well thers 
Could be a great fray among them, either one time oz other. 
Do it foztuned afterward , as it is a common cuſtome among 
Religious peop!s at an hich feaſt , fo keepe ſolemne ſeruice, 
and enery man to be at Pattens at midnight: and ſo vpon a 
god night, all the whole Couent aſſembled together in the 
Quier, and were ready ts begin Pattens, they tarried ſoz no⸗ 
* but foz the comming of the Pour. Then anon the 
Jo Pꝛiout 
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Pꝛiour came info the Quier, and ſafe him downe in his place, 
and as he laked about him, he eſpied that the Subpziour was 
there pꝛeſant, and with that his heart began to grudge of ths 
olde anger that was fallen betw&ne them two: and he thought 
in his minde that he could neuer be reuenged in a better time, 
and ſodain ly he roſe out of his place, and went to the Subp3i- 
aur, and with his fit he gaue him a god buffet, and the Subs 
pꝛidur which was moued with the ſtroke, ſtarted vnto the 

2tour and gaus him another buffet, and with that they went 
freſhly together by the eares, and when the other Friers ſaw 
that, euerꝝ man roſs out of their places, and dzow out their 
Truncheons, and together they went: who had bene there 
ſhould haue ſcene god buffets giuen on both parties. And 
when Frier Ruſh ſaw that they were fighting together, anon 
he blew out all the Candles and Lamps that were burning in 
the Church, and left no manner of light therein whereby ths 
one might (ee the other: and when he had ſo done, he take his 
Truncheon in his hand, and went into the Quier among the 
thickelit ot tho Friers the which were fighting freſhly withont 
ight, and there he laid ſo luffiiy about, that many of them he

* feiled fo the ground, and left them lying there foꝛ dead, and 
when he had ſo done, ho ſfole his way from them, and as h& 
went, hefound ſkanding in the poztfall of the Quier, a great 
olde Deſke, and anon her toke the Deſkebetwene both his 
hands, and thꝛe w it ouer the poztaliints the Quier among all 
the F riers, and hurt many ſoꝛe, in ſo much that ſome had an 
arme bzoken, and ſome a legge, and other ſome had their noſe, 
cleane pared from their faces , that the bloud ranne into their 
mouthes, and as fo2 bzoken heads to the hard ſcalpe were no 
dainty, foz euer man had one, there ſcaped none free a wap, 
who had beene there, ſhould haue had goodly paſtime to ſee 
tho Friers creepe about the Quier, and in ſkeede of (Domine 
labia) they cried ont alas and well away. Then when the frap 
was done, and all the noyſe ſeaſed, Ruſh came in among them 
witha Candell in his hand, and made as if he had knowne 
nothing thereof, and ſaid to them: Fie fo2 ſhame Sirs, how 
foztuned this diſcozd to fall among your ſelues? J ſee well 
now you regard not your henour, noz the good name of pour 
place. All the people fhall ſap ye be not honeſt, noꝛ god Keligi⸗ 
ous mon, the which wozds J would be loath to hears, and I 
may not ſuffer aur place fo to fall tn an euill name: where- 
foze god Maiſters, J require you to ſet pour hearts at reſt, and 
put the matter into my hands, and I ſhall ſo deale, that all 
ſhall be well, and you ſhal be god friends againe, and no wozds 
{hall be ſpoken thereof, theu euery man cemplained to him of 
their great hurt, and he made ſemblance as he had bene ſozie 
thergioze and then they that could goe, went vp to their Cels, 
and they that could not goe, did crepe vp as well as they could, 
and laid them downe in their beds, and there they lap till they 
were whole againe, and in the ſpace of tha wækes and moꝛe 
God was enill ſerued, foz in all that ſpace they ſung neither 
Mattins noz Euenſong, noz neuer entred inta the Church fo: 
it was luſpended, and fo2 ſhame they durſt neuer let it be 
kuowne. And when they were all whole, and eueryman vpoa 
his fete againe, and might goe about the honſe, they baought 
| 33 againe 
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againe their ſtaues to Frier Ruſh, and thankedhim much, and 
then Frier Ruſh laid unto them: Sirs when ve haus neede of 
them agatne , ye ſhall finde them here ready at your commans 
dement, foz which they gaue him thankes , and departed. 
When Fier Ruſh ſaw that they were gone. and that he had all 
his Kanes againe, he laughed vnto himſelfe and ſaid; J am 
right topfull that mine enterpziſes be come ſo well to paſſe, 
foz I haue done many miſchenons deeds fince I came firff,and 
vet I will doe mozs befoze 1 depart honce , foz J Yall cauſs 


- ,- themtobodamned, and I ſhall being their bodies andſoules 


into the burning fire of hell, there to remaine woz!y without 
end, and ofme ſhall ho ſpoken a thouſand peeres hereafter. 


How Frier Reſh grymed the Waggon with Tarre, and 
| what cheare he made in the Country. 


' A Nother time it foztuned that the Pziour had atonrney 
to ride into the Country about a little buſineſſs that bee 
had there to doe, and anon he called Ruſh his ſeruant onto hi 
and ſaid , Ruſh gos thy way into the Court , and fake with 
thee a dich full of greace, and greace well the wheeles and 
Axeltrees o the Maggon, and make all things ready againlt 
to moꝛtow in the mozning , foz J mulf ride fozth to mozrow 
betimes, then Ruſh departed frem his Maiſter, and went 
about his buſinefſe, and in ſeed of greace, ho twke a great 
vefſell fa of Tarre, and anointed the Waggon all oner with 
it, both within and without, and eſpecially in the place whers 
the Pꝛiour ſhould fit: and when he had done, returned te 
his Pailters chamber, then the Pꝛiour demanded of Ruſh, if 
he had done as he commanded him: yea Sir ſaid Ruſh, ys may 
ride when pleaſe von, and ſo tbey went to their beds. Then 
on the mozrow aſter, the Pziour and Ruſh his ſeruant with 
his other company, rofe vp very early in the moꝛning foz to ac⸗ 
tompliſh their tourney, and fozth they went vnts their Wag? 
gon, and when the Pziour was eatred theccin , hee — 
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pimſelle all fo beraped and ſmepzed, and all his clothes were 
filed therewith: and then he ſaid to Ruſh), thou lewd fellow, 


what haſt thou done to this waggon that J am thus arayed 
therein? Ruſh anſwered and ſaid : Dir, Ah: ue dons nothing 
but as you commanded me. That is not ſo ſaid the Pztour, 
oz A commanded ths to take greace and greace but ths 
 whelesand tho freltros, and thon haſt taken Karrs and an- 
nointed it all or er. both within and without, Wihy haſt thou 
done ſs 2 ir (aid Ruſh, J vnderſtode pou bad me doe fo. And 
when the Pꝛiour ſawe there was no othcr remedie, de com- 
manded his ſetuants to make ready another Waggon , and 
inthe meane ſeaſen, the Pziour went into his Chamber, and 
put on another habite, and cams agains and mounted inte 
the Waggon and went their way, and. along they rote, vntill 
they came to their iournepes end. And when they woro 
alighte at their lodging , the Pꝛiour catted fen his fupper, and 
anon euory thing was mads ready, and the god man of the 
hon\s and the Pant ſate poune to ſupper together, and made 
7 gedchire, and then the Pztour called foz wine ofthe beſt, and 
nnen he had his commandement.And when tho god man of the 
houſe and the Pzionr had ſupped, Ruſh and his fetlowes late 
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downe fo the reuerſton that their Paiſters dad  leff, but they 
had no wine: wherefoze Ruſh was very ſad , and euer he mu⸗ 
ſed by what policie he might get ſome wine. And anen he cal- 
led the wite ofthe houſe and ſaid : Miſtreſle, J pꝛap pon fill a 


.pottle of wine fo2 me and my fellowes , and ſo ſhee did: and 


when that was gone, they called foz another: and then they 
called foz the third, and ſo ended their ſapper.
